As a matter of fact groupitis 
in its worst form has afflicted a 
portion of the legislature. By 
the term ‘‘worst’’ is meant that 
form of independence which re- 
solves itself largely into person- 
al irresponsibility, in a highly 
palpable attempt to gain favor 
with those outside clamoring for 
class representation. Thus even 
without. the sobering influence of 
a public charge definitely set out 
by a majority body of electors as 
a group, we have so-called inde- 
pendence flirting with all and 
sundry in an effort to gain politi- 
eal prestige when and where- 
ever it remains to be found. 

Responsibilities 

Lawmaking is a sober business. 
Those who look upon the legisla- 
ture with a measure of scorn, and 
inveigh against legislators as 4 
class who revel in a ‘‘soft time,”’ 
show none of that public acumen 
which is essential in keeping de- 
mocracy up to the mark. There 
exists a very pressing need of 
members shonldering their re- 
sponsibility with~ extreme self- 
denial, and if there be factions 
and members who shirk thi8 indi- 
vidual responsibility then the bur- 
den of necessity falls mor? heavily 
on those prepared to carry the 
load, 

Herein, our present legislature 
has developed peculiar symptoms, 
The government majority, by 
reason of the 
*‘group’’ agitation which this ses 
sion ‘twisted His Majesty’s most 
loyal opposition out of all recog- 
nisable shape as a cohesive fight- 
ing force, has been obliged to 
assume more than the ordinary 
share of public responsibility as 
an administrative body. To 
any student of practicable, and 
not wholly idealistic, forms of 
government the situation may 
well cause misgivings. 

The Majority 

Legislatures are something more 
than mere business councils. Un- 
der the constitution handed down 
by the fathers of democratic gov- 
ernment some party must repre- 
sent the majority of people and as- 
sume the responsibilities of gov- 
ernment. This involves the fram- 
ing of and adherence to, political 
policies, even ina province. Pop- 
ular electoral majorities are 
changing elements, notwithstand- 
ing their eveness of mind for the 
last fifteen years in Alberta. In 
the event of the people declaring 
against a government in power 
the logical procedure is that the 
next strongest party assumes of- 
fiee on the policies ativocated in 
the house and subsequently en- 
dorsed by the country. 

Therefore, it seems reasonable 
and essential that there should 
exist in the legislature some or- 
ganization with definite public 
policies in disagreement with 
those of the government in pow- 
er, and with the organised train- 
ing necessary to take over the 
reins of administration should the 
electorate suddenly decide that a 
‘‘change’’ was advisable. But in 
the Alberta house the develop- 
ment has been entirely toward 
disintegration of the forces op- 
posing the government rather 
than toward the building up of an 
effective and united body ready to 
defend great public policies on the 
floor of the house and in the fin- 

test~of an election campaign.
